The Michigan Cavalry 
A t Gettysburg 


By WILLIAM C. STORRICK 
G 
e n e r a l j a m e s h . k id d , a 
member of the Sixth Michigan 
cavalry, and who delivered an ad­ 
dress at the dedication of the Mich­ 
igan brigade monument, on East 
cavalry field, on July 13, 1889, gives 
an interesting story of the arrival j 
at Gettysburg of the Fifth and 
Sixth cavalry regiments from Em­ 
mitsburg, and of their reception by 
the citizens, which is no doubt re­ 
membered by some who are still liv­ 
ing here. 


General Kidd says: 
“On Saturday morning June 27, 
with horses well fed and groomed, 
and 
haversacks 
replenished, 
the 
Fifth and Sixth moved on to Em­ 
mitsburg, the Seventh having gone 
through the Catoctin valley by an­ 
other road. 
“On Sunday June 28, the Fifth 
and 
Sixth, 
the 
former 
leading, 
moved by way of Emmitsburg road 
to Gettysburg. 
Thus it was that 
Gen. R. A. Alger had the honor of 
leading the first Union troops into 
the place that was soon to give its 
name to one of the great and de­ 
cisive battles of the age. 
It was a 
gala day. 
The people were out in 
force, and in their Sunday attire to 
welcome the troopers in blue. 
The 
church bells rang out a joyous peal, 
and dense masses of beaming faces 
filled the streets as 
the narrow 
columns of fours threaded its way 
through their midst. 
Lines of men 
stood on either side with pails of 
water or apple butter; others held 
immense platters of bread. 
Ladies 
took the slices, covered them with 
apple butter, and passed a sandwich 
to each soldier as he passed. At in­ 
tervals of a few feet were bevies of 
women and girls, who handed up 
bouquets and wreaths of flowers. 
By the time the center of the town 
was reached, every 
man had a 
bunch of flowers in his hand or a 
wreath round his neck. 
Some even 
had their horses decorated, and the 
trooper who did not get a share was 
a very modest trooper indeed. The 
people were overjoyed and received 
us with an enthusiasm and hospi­ 
tality bom of full heart. 
“Turning to the right, the com­ 
mand went into camp a little out­ 
side of the town, in a field (Gulp 
farm), where the horses were up to 
their knees in clover, and it made 
the poor famished animals fairly 
laugh. That night a squadron was 
sent out about two miles to picket 
the divergent roads. 
It was my 
duty, with a squadron to guard the 
Cashtown pike, and a very vivid 
remembrance is yet retained of the 
‘vigil long’ of that July night, dur­ 
ing which I did not once leave the 
saddle, dividing the time between 
the reserve post and the line of the 
videttes. 
No enemy appeared, how­ 
ever, and, on Monday 29, tile Mich­ 
igan regiments moved to Littles­ 
town, the First 
cavalry division 
(Buford’s), coming up to take th e ir s 
place in Gettysburg 
In this way it j 
came to pass that heroic John Bu­ 
ford, Instead of the Fifth and Sixth 
Michigan, had the honor of meeting 
the Confederate advance on July 
first.'' 
It should be rem embered that 
when the M ichigan troopers reach­ 
ed 
Gettysburg 
excitem ent 
had 
reached a high pitch. 
No other 
Union forces were in sight for the 
protection of the town, and the 
citizens begged them to remain, but 
this was not possible as they had { 
been ordered to join the other part 
of their division (K ilpatrick>, who! 
was in pursuit of the Confederates 
under S tuart who was then on his 
movement to W estm inster and H an­ 
over where at the latter place there j 
was an engagem ent mi June 30, and 
at Hunterstown on the afternoon of 
July 2, and lastly, on East Cavalry 
field on July 3, where the Michigan 
brigade under Custer took an active ! 
part. 


organization of the Union cavalry 
th at followed Lee’s invasion of the 
North during the Gettysburg cam ­ 
paign. At first it consisted of three 
regiments—F ifth, Sixth and Sev­ 
enth. 
They were all organized in 
1862, and the commanding officer 
was Brig. Gen. J. T. Copeland, a 
Michigan m an, promoted from the 
colonelcy of the Fifth. 
The com­ 
mander of the division was M ajor- 
General Julius Stahel, who was 
succeeded 
by 
Brig. 
Gen. Judson 
Kilpatrick, and Brig. Gen. George A. 
Custer succeeded Col. Copeland in 
command 
of 
the 
brigade. 
This 
change was made on the 29th of 
June. 
The First Michigan which 
had seen m uch service in the Shen­ 
andoah valley under Banks, and in 
the second battle of Bull Run cam ­ 
paign under Pope, was added to the 
brigade while on its way North. 
The first com m ander of the First 
was Col. T. F. Brodhead, a veteran 
of the Mexican war, who was m or­ 
tally wounded August 30, 1861, at 
Bull Run. Colonel C. T. Town suc­ 
ceeded Brodhead in command of 
the First, and to the brigade was 
added battery “M” Second United 


S tates artillery, consisting of six 
rifled pieces, and commanded by 
Lieut. A. C. M. Pennington. 
Brig. 
Gen. Copeland was w ith 
the F ifth and Sixth regim ents when 
they moved from Emmitsburg to 
G ettysburg on Sunday, June 28, 
1863. 
The 
Michigan 
cavalry 
brigade, 
generally known at Custer’s brigade, 
sustained the highest percentage of 
loss of any brigade in the mounted 
service. 
In killed, died of wounds 
and prisons, the 1st lost 161; 5th, 
141. 6th, 135; 7th, 85, total 522.
